consume by the eggs they produce. 
The most profitable egy-producers 
areearly hatchea spring chickens, 
Which wil begin to lay in the fall, 
and it furnished with warm quarters 
and proper food, will produce eggs 
quite freely during theentire winter. 
But itis not wise to reduce the 
flock in the fall wholly to spring pul- 
lets, since hens a year or two old 
make more reliable settlers and mo- 
thers, and a sufficient number should 
be kept for this purpose, Outside 
of the namber required for such ser- 
viee, every hen over two years old 
had better go to the pot or to mar- 
ket- This isose ot the eases in 
Which we ean't afford to keep them 
for the good they have done, as we 
de the eld family horse or house dog, 
between whom and euiselves there 
has grewn up relations of personal 
friendship. Every poultry-keeper 
should, in the next few weeks, rid 
his flocks of all past age fowls, and 
Ko into winter quarters with young, 
strong, vigorous birds.
